The Town of Zacatecas, Mexico. 

Zacatecas, the central city of Mex- 
ico, and the capital of the State of Za- 
catecas, is 150 miles N. N. W. from 
Guanajuato, and situated in a narrow 
valley, walled in by high mountains. 
Population 30,000. It is noted for its 
massive church architecture. It has 
also numerous handsome and elegant 
private residences. An interesting 
fact about Zacatecas is, that it is built 
over & vein of silver which has been 


explored and worked some distance. 
The town is irregutar and the streets 
narrew and crooked. Being in a 
mining region, it has a mint. The 
surrounding country—the State of 
Zacatecas—consists of some of the 
highest table lands of Central 
Mexico, aud much of it dry, arid, 
and not unsuited to agriculture. Its 
nine lakes are ail salt avd also impreg- 
nated with oarbonate soda, Much of 
the surface is occupied by lofty moun- 
tains belonging to the Sierra Madre, 
and io 
the finest and richest silver mines in 
Mexico. There are three known sail- 
ver veins, upon which have been lo- 
cated over 3,000 shafts, and the value 
of these mines may be imagined from 
the fact that, from their commence- 
ment, it is estimated they have yielded 
one billion dollars. The most ccle- 
brated mines are those of the city of 
Zacatecas and Sombrerete. To. the 
west of the city are the ruins of ancient 
temples, supposed. to belong to the 
time of the era of the Toltecs, who, 
according to tradition, and other 
sources of information, occupied Cen- 
tral Mexico and founded the civiliza- 
‘tion and the brilliant empire ot the 
Aztecs, finally overthrown by a race 
aud a power infinitely more corrupt—
